CHICAGO TRADE N 1873. 
In Tur Tuc yesterday appeared the an- 
nual exhibit of the grain and provision trade of 
this city for 1873. The exhibit is marvelous 
even to our own citizens. It must be remem- 
beted that there was a partial failure of the 
corn, oats, and barley crops, and that during the 
ast two years human ingenuity has been at 
work to divert freights from Obicago, by carry- 
mg them across the State and around the city, 
either to porte on Lake Erie, or directly to New 
York and Philadelphia. We have labored also 
under the great disadvantage of a shortage of 
cars on the part of the various railroads to do 
the transportation asked of them. Had chere 
been d sufficiency in the means of transporta- 
tion, the volume of receipte would have been 
much greater. The receipts of flour and grain 
during 1878 have reached the enormous aggre- 
gate of 2,500,000 tons, or 
it, an ave~age of 4.65 


The figures for 1872 were for the twelve 
months following the fre. 

The great increase in the year 1873 over that 
of 1872 was mainly due to the increased receipts 
in breadetuffs and live-stock, and in manufac, 
tures. The number of hogs packed in the calen- 
dar year 1873 was, in round numbers, 2,000,000, 
against 1,200,000 the previous year. 
Considering the panic and the general dis- 
turbance of trade occurring in what is ordivarily 
the busiest season in this city, the exhibit of 
Chicago compares favorably with that of past 
the progress and growth 
of her trade suffers no abatement, and that the 
confidence in her stability, eo general tnroughout 
the country, has not been misple~ed. That there 
may be individual failures here as elsewhere is 
to be expected, but that the city has received, 
or is hkely to receive, any check, is sufficiently 
disproved by the exhibit of 1873.

It will scarcely fuil to strike the public that 
the railroads are justifying the character the 
farmers are disposed to give them, by reducmg 
the wages of the locomotive engineers 10 per 
ceat on account of the hard times, and raising 
the rates of through freight from 20 to 30 per 
cent at the same time. The embargo of ice on 
the Erie Canal, and the enforced abandonment 
of lake navigation for the winter, are no sooner 
apnonnced than the trunk railroads form the 
regular annual combi ition for an increase of 
rates. That is to say, competition havine wen 
temporarily suspended, they {cm the na d 
alliance of monopolists, and demand an average 
of 25 per cent increase for their services. This 
action is not unexpected, but it becomes more 
conspicuous than usual this year in view of 
the fact that the railroads are exércising their 
power both ways,—over their patrons and over 
their employes. If the railroads are to increase 
their earnings 25 per cent during the winter, it 
would seem that they could afford to pay their 
employes the wages which they have received 
while rates were 25 per cent lower. The in- 
fotmation concerning the engineers’ strike, 
which was published yesterday, with the excep- 
tion of the reported outrages near Cincinnati 
and Logansport, can scarcely have failed to at- 
tract public sympathy toward them in their 
present relations toward their employers. In 
the first place, the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers is about the only trudes- union which 
consistently discountenances strikes. With this | 
check on their action, it is not likely 
that the engineers would have resisted 
the reduction of their wages without 
good cause. Aside from this, an investigation 
into their pay shows that, without counting the 
peculiar risk, responsibility, and exposure of | 
locomotive engineers, they still do not receive | 
the average wages of skilled workmen. The 
amount of their pay is made to depend upon the 
number of hours they work, so that it is necea- 
sary that a mem shall make eight days of twelve 
hours each in a week in order to earn a fair com- 
pensation even at the present rates. The average 
pay of alocomotive engineer runs from $90 to $110 
a month, very rarely exceeding che latter figure, 
and more frequently falling under the former. 
It would require that the railroads should be in 
a very straitened condition to warrant a re- 
duction on such pay a8 this. The locomotive 
who is at best overworked 
and underpaid, is held. responsible for 
thousands of human lives in the course 
of the year, and the railroads cannot, 
in justice to the traveling public, Crive off expe- 
rienced men to take up with less competent and 
efficient men at reduced wages. The trouble 
seems to be confined to the 
the Pennsylvania Company, which is presumably 
a party to the New York combination for in- 
creasing the rates of freight. It cannot afford, 
at this juncture of affairs, to be unreasonable in 
its treatment of the engineers in its employ.

SALARY-GRAB AND CONTINGENT FUNDS. 

The first subject for the consideration of Con- 
gress after the holiday recess should be the re- 
duction of national expenditures. It may be 
accepted as a foregone conclusion that Secretary 
Richardson's proposition for increased taxation 
will receive no favor from any quarter, and it ig 
probable that the Secretary himself will be forced 
to withdraw his recommendation as an egregious 
error. The first reduction in expenditures should 
be in answer to the public demand for a return 
grab,—a demand that is by no means 
by the Hurlbut bill passed in the House. The 
pay of Senators, Representatives, and Delegates 
should be made $5,000, and not $6,000. But 
this is a mall matter compared to the other 
omissions of the Hurlbut bill. The salary of 
the President should likewise be re- 
| duced to what it Was before the grab ; 
‘but, if the loyalty of the Republicans 
in Congress will not permit them to do this, then 
| let them, at least, go to work at the reduction of 
thé President's Contingent Fund,” which Mr. 
Dawes estimates to be $70,000 a year, and which 
is generally coneeded to be as much as 250,000, 
thus maxing the President's actual pay nearly 
half a million for a term of four years. Let the

® position in private life, and it was supposed 
that he had retired from public office. Now the 
statement is made that his resignation has never 
been accepted. It is the duty of Congress to 
ascertain whether he drawn his pay 
as an army officer military secretary. 
Another instance; Mr. Fred Grant, a son 
of the President, holds the rank of 
Lieutenant in the army. He isa recent gradu- 
ate of the Military School, and has never done 
any real service in the army. Yet he was given 
the rank and pay of Lieutenant-Colonel on the 
pretense that Gen, Sheridan wanted him 
on his staff. Young Grant having been re- 
called to Washington oa recruiting service, he 
is permitted to hold the rank and pay of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. Letthe work of reduction begin 
at the top by cutting off the useless and extrava- 
gant perquisites of the President's personal and 
official families, If the President is henceforth 
to receive $50,000 a year, instead of $25,000, it 
is proper for Congress to inquire whether he 
cannot dispense with a large portion of the 
$70,000 a year appropriated for his “‘ contin- 
gent” expenses. 

After the “contingent” allowances of the 
Executive shall have been carefully revised, let 
Congress repeal the increase of pay and allow- 
ances voted to the various Congressional and 
Departmental employes in the salary-grab law. 
It has been estimated that this amounts to 
2,000,000 a year, which could be saved to the 
people if Congress will comply with the reason- 
able demand that all salaries shall be put back 
to what they were before the adoption of the 
grab-law. After tnis, it will be in order to re- 
vise the Contingent Funds, so called, of the 
Departments, which are moneys to be used at 
the discretion of the Chiefs after all the regular 
expenses have been specially provided for. In 
going over the last bill of appropriations, we 
find that the Treasury Department has more of 
these discretionary funds than any other, in- 
cluding its various bureaus, the mints, assay 
Offices, etc. It was out of the Contingent Fund 
of the Treasury Department that $100,000 
was taken to pay Baez for selling San Domingo, 
which that illustrious fugitive has probably laid 
up for the rainy day which has now come. The

Here are nearly $1,000,000 a year intrusted to 
the heads of Departments, to be used pretty 
much at their own pleasure. Aside from this, 
there are Contingent Funds not actually provided 
for in the Appropriatio: ill, which accumulate 
out of the excessive est mates of the various 
Departments. Thus the Second Comptroller of 
the Treasury is «slowed 98 clerks d .es- 

agers, and $138,000 a year is the sum appro- 
priated for their compensation. If the Second 
Comptroller finds he can get along with 90 
clerks instead of 98, he may save, perhaps. 
$8,000, whieh, instead of going back into the 
Treasury, is usually treated as a ‘‘ Contingent” 
fund for his bureau. The latest way of using 
Contingent Funds has been in the purchase of 
horses and carriages for Cabinet officers and 
Chiefs of Bureaus. 

After cutting down the President's allowances 
and the contingent funds of all kinds, and re- 
ducing their own salaries, Congress may go to 
work intelligently to reduce the regular appro- 
priations.

sively that the bath, either directly or indirectly, 
caused his death ; consequentiy, there can be but 
two theories in the case,—either that the convict 
died of strangulation by drowning, or from a 
rupture of the heart. In former cases, where 
this punishment has been administered it has 
been the practice of the Physician to be in at- 
tendance, and, after an immersion of 
the convict, to allow him to recover from its 
effects by the usual methods of restoring circu- 
lation. In this case he was not allowed this 
privilege, although he was plunged into cold 
water an unusual number of times, and the 
physician was not in attendance as he ought to 
have been. Such a punishment might have 
been dangerous even to a healthy man, 
but, in this case, the proof from the 
Physician's testimony is dlear that the 
convict was an unhealthy man; that his 
heart was covered with an unusual quantity of 
fat; that this condition of the heart unfitted 
him for hard labor and would eventually lead to 
death; that any vidlent shock would have tended 
to produce a rapture of the heart. Dr. Curtis 
sas: “The immediate cause of the alleged 
rupture of the heart might have been any ex- 
citement or shock of the system,” Dr. Casey 


— „4 violent shock to such 4 man as 
W be likely to produce serious re- 


sulte—rupture of the heart for instance.” Dr. 
Bacon says: A violent shock to a person with 
such a heart would produce an undue accumula- 
tion of blood. A cold bath producesa flow of 
blood to the heart, and thia, a rupture from over- 
distention sometimes.” Now, whether. the 


theory of strangulation be true or not, and whether 


the rupture in the heart was produced by physi- 
cal causes, precipitated by the bath, or by the 
knife of Dr. Mason, the testimony shows that 
the punishment produced death aud was due to 
carelessness and ignorance combined. Dr. 
Casey says in his testimony: *‘ A physician could 
have told the condition of the heart by examina- 
tien before death. It would be gross neglect in 
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military secretaries gome months ago accepted 


knowledge of the condition of his. patient.” 
Dr. Curtis says: The deceased’s health could 
have been ascertained by medical examination 
before his death,” and yet Dr. Mason had exam- 
ined him after he was reported by the Warden, 
and found nothing the matter with him, and, 
after sleeping eleven hours upon the stone floor 
of his “solitary” cell, the diseased man was 
plunged into cold water four times at 7 o'clock 
in the morning. The cause for such ignorance 
or carelessness as this is partly accounted for in 
the testimony of Dr. Bacon, the 6x-Physician of 
the Penitentiary, who says:

the prisoner drowned? These are matters to 
be investigated as much as the fatty degenera- 
tion of the heart, which, by the way, seems to be 
reduced to a minimum by the testimony of all 
the physicians. 15

THE STRAW-BAIL ABUSE. |. 

Readers of Tun Trisunz may have noticed a 
controversy in these columns over the Thomp- 
son burglary case. The facts seem to be these: 
The residence of Mr. R. C. Givens, on Prairie 
avenue, was entered one night early in Novem- 
ber by a burglar. Hie wife was terrified into a 
fit of sickness, his property was jeopardized, hig 
own life threatened. The burglar was t 
coming out of the window, and arrested by Of- 
ficer Burger, of the police force. The officer 
brought the burglar to Mr. Givens before 
taking him to the station-house, that the latter 
might be able to identify him.. He then 
spent five days in having the burglar indicted 
by the Grand Jury. After the indictment, the 
burglar was admitted to bail, two men becoming 
his sureties to the amount of $2,000. The officer 
who made the arrest was then approached, as he 
swears, with the suggestion that it would be to 
his advantage not to appear against the burglar. 
Mr. Givins also states that he received intima- 
tions that he be reimbursed for his time 
and trouble he would not prosecute. 
Mr. Givigs naturally felt outraged. His house 
had been invaded, and his life, his 
property, and his family put in jeopardy. He de- 
ermined to spare no personal effort to secure 
justice in the case. When the day of trial came, 
he was present to prosecute, but the burglar had 
fled. The bond has not yet been paid, and Mr. 
Givins thinks it never will be. Baffled in the 
effort to secure justice in the usual way, he has 
made known his grievance in a newspaper com- 


munication, with the hope that an exposure will | 


contribute something to the reform of a system 


which, wherever the fault may be, too frequently 
permits thieves and burglars to escape. 


The Thompson burglary case is not altogether 
exceptional. There are many others like it. 
Now, where is the remedy? Men cannot, under 


our laws, be denied: the right of bail for other 


than capital offenses, no matter how clear the 
proof may be against them. In the Thompson 
case, the burglar was apprehended in the act of 
getting out of the window, and the proof was 
apparently indisputable. Still, he was entitled 
to bail while awaiting his trial. The fixing of 
bail, however, is largely at the discretion of the 
Court, and the amount should be in part deter- 
mined by the known character of the evidence 
against the accused. Should not the clear na- 
ture of the evidenee against Thompson have 
induced the Judge to exact a larger bond 
than $2,000? The character of the sureties in 
criminal courts is mainly under the control of 
1% State’s-Attorney. A large number of for- 
feitures and repeated failure to collect from the 
sureties furnish prima facie evidence that ali 


have a right to demand are not exercised in this 
particular, While every man accused of other 
than capital crime is entitled to bail, he is not 
entitled to it unless he can furnish sureties that 
are absolutely good for the amount fixed 
by the Court. It is the business of 
the State’s-Attorney te ascertain whether 
these sureties are good or not, and, if he does 
his duty honestly and efficiently, worthless 
bail-bonds should not be so very numerous. 
Mistakes of judgment will happen, of course; 
but they should be the rae exception, in order 
that they may be credited to mistaken judgment | 
alone. Provisions for the speedier trial of crim- 
inal cases; increasing the amount of bail accord- 
ing to the conclusiveness of the evidence of- 
fered ; a amount of diligence in prose- 
cuting forfeited bonds, and more circumspection

© THE CONFIDENCE THIEVES. 
The statement is made by those in a position 
to know, that not less than 200 professiona)-gam- 
bleru, brace-dealers,” ** bunko-steerers,’ pan- 
el-house keepers, and confidence-operat rs, of 
various descriptions, have come to Chicago since 
the late municipal election. Two causes are 
assigned for this influx of dangerous persons: 
(1) That the result of the late election has been 
construed as a guarantee of a greater license 
in the future for this class of people; and (2) 
raids that have been made upon them of late in 
New York, Louisville, and other cities, with the 
purpose of driving them off. The City Gov- 


trol over the latter cause directly, but it can 
indirectly, by speedily and effectively removing 
the first, and thereby making Chicago a more 
uncomfortable abiding-place for the gamblers 
and thieves than any other cosmopolitan city in 
the country, That this policy has not yet been 
adopted is evident from the fact, amply attested, 
that new gambling-rooms have been opened in 
different parts of the city; that keno games 
‘have been started; and that the bunko-men 
have become bolder and more numerous than 
ever. During the past week, a rural gentleman, 
of unmistakably rustic appearance, was ac- 
oosted three times in one day by confidence 
operators, but had fortunately been forewarned. 
The incident is ‘mentioned to indicate how 
numerous and alert. the thieves are, but 2 very

The only way by which the present riotou 
and growing career of the coafidence thieves can 
be checked is the earnest co-operation of the 
Police Department, the Prosecuting-Attorneys, 
the Justices, and the Criminal Court.

As it is now, the confi- 
dence-operators usually escape punishment by 
failure to prosecute. When apnrrehended and
